Figures for Alameda County 
indicate a continuing rise in the 
number of divorces, So far this 
year, the number of divorce com- 
plaints filed is 4,659; the number 
of decrees granted, 3,092. 


During the same .period, the 


number of marriage licences is- 
sued was 5,820. These figures 
would indicate that better than 
50 per cent of the marriages wind 
up in divorce. In an effort to 
attack this serious problem, a 
Conciliation Court was estab- 


lished in Alameda County six 
months ago. 

Upon request, a trained mar- 
riage counselor meets with the 
contestants and attempts to ef- 
fect a reconciliation.

by this court: reconciliations, 83; 
reconciliation refused, 66; 
awaiting confeernce, 61; 
cess, 142.

individuals and 168 children.
